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Facts And Figures On 
Didsbury Gas Franchise 


On Monday, Sept. 8, 
Didsbury will be asked to vote on 
Whether or not a gas franchise 
st ould be granted for the supplying 
of natural gas locally. It is diffi- 
cult to conceive why anyone should 
vote against such a forward step in 
the community, especially When 
the facts and figures are taken into 
consideration, For the information 
of those who are not too familiar 
With the proposed plans we outline 
below some of the pertinent points. 

According to plans submitted by 
the Canadian Western Natural Gas | 
Company, the whole of the Town of | 
Didsbury will be served by natural | 
gas, The cost of digging the ditches, 
supplying and laying the pipe up to 
the property line will be borne by 
the Company. From the property | 
line into the building all expenses 
are the responsibility of the owner. 
The Town of Didsbury will have no 
debenture to pay, nor will the rate. | 
payers have any frontaye tax 
charged against his property. 

At Red Deer the charge for gas is 
$2.50 for the first 4,000 feet, and the 
balance at 35¢ per thousand, At Cal. 
gary the charge is 32c per thousand. 
An average home uses about 180,- 
000 cubic feet per year, The price at 
Didsbury will not be known until 
construction of the line is finished; 
but it is thought it would be around 
45¢ to 50c per thousand, which 
would be the same as buying coal 
around $10.00 per ton, 

A letter forwarded by the Gas 
Company states that the vote of the 
proprietary electors should be held 
now, regardless of the fact that gas 
is not available at the present time. 
So on September 8th a poll will be 
held in the Town office from 10 a.m. 
to 7 p.m,, to obtain the ratepayers’ 
approval for the Town to enter into 
an agreement with the Canadian 
Western Natural Gas Company. 
Two-thirds majority is necessary in 
order for the By-law to pass.

WHEREAS the Town of Didsbury | 


and the Canadian Western Natural 
Gas Company propose to enter into 
an Agreement for the supply of Gas 
to the Town:

Quack Grass: Quack grass can be 
eradicated by a proper program of 
cultivation and cropping. It is not 
too late to start at the present time 
on your infested land, although it 
would have been better to have 
started a month ago.
